SANDOZ, CORPORATION, which is the base of 
operations in the United State, is headquartered in New York, and 
SANDOZ PHARMACEUTICALS, CORPORATION is the base of distribution 
for the United States, located at 59 Route 10, East Hanover, 
New Jersey. 
SANDOZ PHARMACEUTICALS, CORPORATION (SPC) received the 
drug from the manufacturing plant in Switzerland which has 
labeled and packaged the drug. Once at the distribution 
facility, the drug is either distributed to the customers in the 
original shipping boxes or separated into smaller quantities. 
[ . (8۵٥ that SANDOZ manufactures two types of b6 
drugs; sandinmune and sandoglobilin and both drugs are b7C 


distributed through SPC in the United States but the only thefts 
have been from the sandinmune drug. shipments. 


SPC is the sole distributor of SANDOZ drugs throughout 
the United States and distributes drugs to drug wholesalers, 
(there are approximately 350 of these customers) and hospitals 
(there are thousands of hospitals that they ship to directly). 


SPC does not sell the drug to the retail sales mark i he | 
drugs are used by hospitals for organ transplants. === 56 


explains that the drugs are used for the reduction of a human b7C 
body immune system allowing for an organ transplant to be 
successful.
